2. THIS REPORT IS INACCURATE AND BASED ON MISUNDERSTANDING 
OF REMARKS BY MOORE.AT BRIEFING MOORE MADE FOLLOWING 
STATEMENT IN REPLY TO QUESTION: "MY FEELING IS THAT IT 
WOULD BE IN THE STRONG INTEREST OF ALL STATES TO HAVE 

INTERNATIONAL MANAGEMENT OF HIGHLY MIGRATORY SPECIES SUCH 
AS TUNA. NATIONS SIMPLY CANNOT IN THE LONG RUN PROTECT 
THEIR INTEREST IN TUNA STOCKS BY A 200-MILE TERRITORIAL 
SEA CLAIM. IT'S JUST NOT GOING TO WORK BECAUSE PEOPLE ARE 
GOING TO HAVE THE TECHNOLOGY TO TAKE THE TUNA BEYOND 200 
MILES. MUCH OF THE TUNA IS ALREADY CAUGHT BEYOND 200 
MILES. YOU DON'T HAVE THE CERTAINTY OF EXPLOITATION IF 
YOU ARE TRYING TO TAKE IT WITHIN 200 MILEZ BECAUSE THE 
TUNA DON'T ALWAYS GO TO THE SAME PLACE EVERY YEAR, AND THE 
ONLY WAY I THINK THEY CAN PROTECT THEIR INTEREST ADE- 
QUATELY IN MAKING CERTAIN THE STOCK IS CONSERVED THROUGH- 
OUT ITS RANGE IS TO TAKE AN INTERNATIONAL APPROACH TO THE 
MANAGEMENT AND CONSERVATION OF TUNA STOCK. SO THAT MY OWN 
FEELING IS THEY HAVE A GREAT DEAL TO GAIN BY THAT. THEY 
HAVEA GREAT DEAL TO GAIN BY SEPARATING THE CONCEPT OF 
MAINTENANCE OF HIGH SEAS FREEDOM AND NAVIGATION, WHICH THEY
